Hurricane  Edna  delayed  the  start  of  New  Bern  High  School's  1954 
football  season  24  hours,  but  it  had  no  effect  on  Coach  Joe  Caruso's 
Northeastern  Conference  champions-to-be,  who  swept  through  Wil- 
mington's New  Hanover  High  School,  27-15  on  September  1 1 .  It  was 
a  preview  of  things  to  come  as  Preacher  Parker  scored  three  times  and 
Pete  Baches  once,  giving  New  Bern  a  27-0  lead  in  the  first  half.  A  ver- 
satile attack  made  even  more  potent  by  letter-perfect  blocking  were 
highlights  of  the  New  Bern  rout  of  the  AAA  adversary  that  night  as 
football  hungry  fans  jammed  Kafer  Park  to  overflowing  for  the  season 
inaugural.

Playing  the  first  of  three  non-conference  games  on  their  home 
grounds,  the  Bears  felled  the  Pamlico  County  Spuds  by  a  32-7  score 
as  Coach  Joe  Caruso  gave  his  top-flight  ball  handlers  a  rest  while 
using  the  reserves  for  a  large  part  of  the  night.  When  David  Jones  fell 
on  a  Pamlico  fumble  and  Pete  Baches  went  from  the  eleven  yard  line 
for  the  first  score  of  the  game,  the  Bears  started  a  display  of  confidence 
that  carried  them  for  the  remainder  of  the  game.

Parker,  Slaughter,  and  Benninghoff  carried  the  load  for  the 
evening  as  New  Bern  built  up  a  25-0  halftime  lead.  A  Parker  to  Ben- 
ninghoff aerial  accounted  for  the  lone  second  half  effort  of  the  Bears, 
but  the  Dunn  eleven  was  not  to  be  denied  their  score  as  they  managed 
to  rack  up  7  points  when  they  scored  on  a  line  plunge  after  intercept- 
ing a  New  Bern  pass. 

NEW  BERN  1  9— GREENVILLE  6 

Getting  back  into  the  thick  of  the  Northeastern  Conference  fight 
the  Bears  played  host  to  the  Phantoms  of  Greenville  High  School  who 
barged  into  Kafer  Park  and  threw  the  first  scare  of  the  season  into 
the  New  Bern  followers,  as  they  put  up  a  battle  worthy  of  top-flight 
mention.  With  Slaughter  carrying  the  brunt  of  the  ground  attack  for 
the  Bears,  they  battled  to  a  6-0  lead  at  the  half  when  Parker  scored 
from  the  one  yard  line.  But  the  Phantoms  struck  with  deadly  accuracy 
in  the  third  quarter  as  a  pass  play  clicked  giving  the  visitors  their 
first  score  of  the  evening.  Then  a  pair  of  touchdowns  by  Slaughter  and 
Benninghoff  threw  snow  on  the  fire  as  the  Bears  walked  off  the 
field  with  their  conference  victory. 

NEW  BERN  13-ELIZABETH  CITY  13 

With  visions  of  the  championship  dancing  through  the  air,  the 
Bears  and  their  followers  packed  up  and  moved  into  Elizabeth  City  in 
high  fashion  where  the  Bruins  were  presented  with  their  second  tie 
ball  game  of  the  season  as  the  Yellow  Jackets  stood  firm  to  a  13-13 
deadlock.
